Under these circumsta the duty 
of the authorities is clear. There should 
be no temporizing with justice. These 
desperadoes should be given a quick 
trial and a speedy punishment. As an 
example to evildoers, they should be 
made to suffer the severest penalty al- 
lowed by the law. 

As a matter of abstract justice, they 
Geserve nothing better than the gal- 
lows. The world would be infinitely 
better if it could be rid of all such 
degraded wretches. It is no merit of 
theirs that they did not add the crime 
of murder to the crime of robbery. A 
slight change in the direction of the 
bullet fired by one of them might have 
made a tragedy. Murder was in their 
hearts, and only chance intervened to 
prevent its consummation. 

Unfortunately for the public godd, 
these wretches cannot be sent to the 
gallows. But they can be sent to the 
penitentiary, and for a long term. This 
should be done with as little delay ase 
possible. They were caught, as it were, 
red-handed. Their guilt is undoubted. 
They are entitled under the law to 
a fair trial. This they must have. But 
it need not be long delayed, nor long- 
@rawn-out. A fair trial can have but 
one result—conviction. It is a case in 
which the evidence of guilt is co con- 
clusive as to make the trial a mere 
matter of form. Hence it is not a case 
for the smart lawyer to cheat justice. 

Let the courts act without delay. The 
crime was of a most heinous character. 
It was without a shadow of excuse 
or ishment»should 
be made t@ fit the crime, and to fit it 
so tightly that there will not be the 
slightest chance for the clutch to slip 
its hold. 

These miscreants should be inside 
the penitentiary walls within ten days, 
and they should remain there for at 
least twice as many years. 

Society must protect itself, cise it 
would have no protection, and we would 
have a state of anarchy, in which the 
rights of no man nor woman would 
be safe. The most effective of all the 
methods for restraining crime is the 
prompt and adequate punishment of 
proven criminals. The case here re- 
ferred to is an excellent one in which 
to exemplify and emphasize the maj- 
esty of the law. It is a case for prompt. 
energetic, and decisive action. The 
courts will no doubt take such action; 
and the people, as with one voice, will 
say “Amen.”

The 
first consideration before us is to 
approach Lent seriously, if we are to 
make good use of it. Seriousness 
seems to have been entirely 
out of religion in our times. e have 
been told that religion is to make wus 
happy and joyful. Yes, I grant ft. 
It would be a poor specimen of re- 
ligion which did not make us hap 
and joyful. But it would be a still 
poorer specimen religion which 
robbed us of seriousness of purpose. 
Lent is intended to bring home to us 
the seriousness of life and of religion. 
It is an opportunity to take ourselves 
apart from the world and rest awhile 
with our blessed. Master. 

“But this does not suggest indolence 
or ease. No! It means a season of 
rich spiritual experience, a refilling of 
our souls from the fount of divine wis- 
dom, a storing up of what we. all 
need, spiritual power.

“But we need more than seriousness 
of purpose; we need seriousness of 
endeavor. There must be « definite 
rule of life in things: spiritual, as well 
as in things temporal. The follower 
of Christ should set aside faithfully 
and irrevocably certain periods of the 


day for being with his in prayer 
and in counsel. He should read a 
portion of hie Bible every . He 
should give of his means God's 


work, to God's poor. He should prac- 
tice self-denial rather than self-in- 
duigence. These are Lenten exercises, 
not to be dropped as soon as Lent is 
over, but to become fied habits of the 
life. The services in this church dur- 
ing Lent are intended to help you in 
the spiritual life. Therefore, let us 
be serious in our endeavor to use them 
to the best advantage. Let us keep 
in mind the ideals of purpose, power 
and prayer. The night cometh when 
no man ¢an work; opportunities slip 
away al] too soon; power unheeded 
soon slips from our grasp. May we 
then realize the bliessedners of a de- 
votiona] Lent, profit by it, lay hold 
of it, and draw near to our blessed 
Lord by reason of it.”

HICKEN-STEALING COON 
KILLED BY CITIZEN 


MYSTERY OF NIGHT RAIDS SOLVED 
BY DEATH OF “JUMBO.” 


Dispatched With Shotgun in Hands of 
Charles W. List—Many Losers by His

Caught in the act of robbing a hen- 
roost, an immfense coon known as 
“Jumbo,” was shot and killed by 
Charlies W. List, under the barn at the 
rear of No. 2607 South Flower street, at 
2 o'clock yesterday morning.

YACHT RACING. 
HOW NEW SHAMROCK LOOKS. 


NEW YORK. Feb. 22.—{Exciusive 
Dispatch.) John R. Spears, the well- 
known yachting expert, said today: 
“In designing Shamrock tll. Mr. Fite 
has, in a way. reverted to the old 
model. Instead of a broad and shal- 
low hull with a hard bilge. 
spread say 14,000 or 15,000 feet of can- 
vas, such as we saw in Shamrock I, 
and in Mr. Watson's Shamrock Il, he 
has turned out a narrow model with 
an easy bilge. The outline of the mid- 
ship section from rail to fin keel is a 
most graceful curve, round and full. 

“It is not indeed the outline of the 
midship section of the old Genesta, for 
she had a hard bilge as well as a deep 
hull. Her di#placement will be less,
